The Midwest Priests’ Institute (De- 
Koven Foundation, Racine, Wisconsin, 
April 9-12) opens the 1956 season of 
schools and conferences under ACU 
leadership. The Reverend Peter John 
Powell is Chairman for this activity. In 
an announcement sent to clergy in the 
Middle West, Father Powell wrote: 

“Father William Dunphy, Ph.D., will 
lecture on the role of Catholics in the 
Ecumenical Movement. Father Homer 
Rogers, of Nashotah House, will dis- 
cuss the discipline of the Priestly Life. 
Father Oliver Dale SSJE, will bring his 
knowledge of the Religious Life in the 
Japanese Church, illustrating his ad- 
dress with kodachrome slides of the 
Church’s work in North Kwanto. Father 
Alfred Pedersen, SSJE, will instruct us 
in the preparation for, and the tech- 
niques involved in a parish teaching 
mission. Father Robert Sweetser, rector 
of Our Lady of Grace, Sheboygan, Wis- 
consin, will be the Chaplain. Daily 
Mass, Offices, and meditation will be 
the spiritual center of each day. 

“The Rev. A. T. B. Haines of Grace 
Church, Cedar Rapids, Iowa, will be 
the Institute Chairman.” 

The 1955 PRIESTS’ CONVENTION, 
held at Valley Forge Military Academy, 
Wayne, Pa. was an overwhelming suc- 
cess. Clergy present were anxious to 
make this an annual gathering. The 
Reverend Hobart Jude Gary, Levittown, 
Long Island, Chairman of the National 
ACU Committee on “Priest’s Institutes” 
has announced the program and sched- 
ule for the 1956 VALLEY FORGE 
PRIESTS CONVENTION. It will be 
held at the Military Academy, June 4-8, 
1956. This year’s program is built around 
a request from the Evanston Assembly 
of the World Council of Churches. It 
was asked that the various Christian 
groups represented at Evanston “study 
and take appropriate action” on certain 
topics contained in a program outline 
entitled: “TOWARDS CONTINUING 
ECUMENICAL DISCUSSION.” The 
topics and the speakers at the 1956 
Valley Forge Priests’ Convention are as 
follows:

Is Confirmation Optional? 


A member sends us this extract from 
a letter received from a relative who is 
a member of one of the Protestant de- 
nominations: “With famous old St. 
George’s (New York City) practically 
on my doorstep,—after a lot of thought 
I decided that I wanted to be a mem- 
ber... . So now I am a member, but 
not an Episcopalian. It is up to the 
individual whether or not they are con- 
firmed. Many of the National Council 
of Protestant Churches staff belong...” 


THE BISHOP OF BETHLEHEM, 
the Right Reverend Frederick J. War- 
necke, has made this announcement to 
his Diocese in ““The Bethlehem Church- 
man,” February 1956: 


HOLY COMMUNION 


Four times in the past few weeks I 
have been asked, “What is the attitude 
of the Episcopal Church concerning ad- 
mission to the Holy Communion?” 

I suppose there is no question about 
the rule of the Church concerning our 
children. Children are not admitted to 
the Holy Communion until they have 
been properly instructed by their min- 
ister and then have been confirmed by 
the bishop. 

Nor do I think there is any real ques- 
tion about adults who have grown up 
in the Episcopal Church. They will 
normally have been confirmed as chil- 
dren. If not, they should seek instruc- 
tion from their rector and be confirmed. 
The question, I take it, relates prin- 
cipally to our fellow Christians of other 
Churches who are present with us at a 
celebration of the Holy Communion in 
the Episcopal Church. 

If they are visitors and guests at our 
service, and are communicant members 
of their own Church, they are welcome 
to receive the Holy Communion with 
us. The Lord Jesus is Host at His Table 
and He welcomes all His children. The 
Prayer Book simply says to the worship- 
pers, “Ye who do truly and earnestly 
repent you of your sins, and are in love 
and charity with your neighbors, and 
intend to lead a new life, following the 
commandments of God and walking 
from henceforth in His holy ways, draw 
near with faith and take this Holy Sac- 
rament to your comfort.” 


WHAT DOES THE BOOK OF 
COMMON PRAYER HAVE TO SAY 
ABOUT THESE ACTIONS? 


“And there shall be -none admitted 
to the Holy Communion, until such 
time as he be confirmed, or be ready 


and desirous to be confirmed” (p. 299, 
Oxford University Press Edition). 

“It is expedient that every adult, thus 
baptized, should be confirmed by the 
Bishop, so soon after his Baptism as 
conveniently may be; THAT SO he 
may be admitted to the Holy Com 
munion” (p. 281). 

WHAT DO PRIESTS AND BISH- 
OPS PROMISE SOLEMNLY BEFORE 
GOD’S ALTAR WHEN THEY ARE 
ORDAINED OR CONSECRATED? 

PRIESTS: “Will you then give your 

faithful diligence always so to minister 
the Doctrine and Sacraments, and the 
Discipline of Christ, as the Lord hath 
commanded, and AS THIS CHURCH 
HATH RECEIVED THE SAME... .” 
(ans.) “I will so do, by the help of the 
Lord” (BCP, p. 540). 
BISHOPS: In the Name of God. Amen. 
I, N, chosen Bishop of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in N., do promise 
conformity and obedience to the Doc- 
trine, Discipline and Worship of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America. So help me 
God, through Jesus Christ” (BCP, p. 
548). 

Canon 36 of the Church further re- 
quires the Bishop to do the following 
before he ordains a man to the priest- 
hood: “shall charge him that the 
Church hopefully anticipates the use of 
the Apostolic practice of Confirmation 
among his people.” 

Open Communion is expressly for- 
bidden in the Episcopal Church, as in 
every branch of the Holy Catholic 
Church. (For a complete statement of 
the situation see “Open Communion 
and the Episcopal Church” by the Rev. 
William H. Dunphy, available from the 
ACU at 10¢ per copy.) Let us pray for 
God’s mercy on those who so lightly 
regard their solemn vows!

All The Articles Of The 
Creed? 


“Dost Thou Believe All The Article 
Of The Christian Faith, As Contained 
In The Apostle’s Creed?” 


Faith and Fact 
William H. Dunphy 

Dr. Reinhold Niebuhr’s § article, 
“What is Heresy?” (“Episcopal Church- 
news,” December 25, 1955) raises ques- 
tions of profound and far-reaching sig- 
nificance as to faith and The Faith. I 
venture to think, however, that Dr. 
Niebuhr has overlooked several vital 
factors. He lightly dismisses the Virgin 
Birth of Jesus, His physical resurrection 
and ascension, as “peripheral articles 
of the faith.” The Church founded (or 
refounded) by Christ and commissioned 
by Him to teach the world has given 
her judgment that these are not “peri- 
pheral” but central. It is for that reason 
that she has included them even in her 
shortest creed. Dr. Niebuhr asks, “Are 
these beliefs really tests of the quality 
of the faith?” But we are not here con- 
cerned with the quality of a man’s faith 
—which normally is known by God 
alone, but with the contents of the 
faith—the revealing and savings acts of 
God. 

“Does any church which insists upon 
them really do justice to the quality 
and character of faith as an encounter 
between God and the soul?”, he asks. 
Now faith certainly involves a divine- 
human encounter but is that all that 
it involves? Does it not involve the af- 
firmation of certain truths and facts 
revealed by God? St. Paul and St. John 
evidently thought so, and so did the 
writer of the Pastoral Epistles. “If thou 
shalt confess with thy lips ‘Jesus is 
Lord’ and shalt believe in thine heart 
that God hath raised Him from the 
dead; thou shalt be saved,” says St. 
Paul (Romans 10:19). As to those who 
deny that Christ is raised up, their faith 
is vain, they are yet in their sins (I Cor. 
15:14). St. John in his first Epistle (5:5) 
speaks of the faith that overcomes the 
world and adds “Who is he that over- 
comes the world but he that believes 
that Jesus is the Son of God?’—which is 
certainly a creedal faith and not simply 
a divine-human encounter (though it 
is also that). The writer of the Pastorals 
condemns those who say that the resur- 
rection is already past and so destroy 
the faith of some (2 Tim. 2:18). 

Dr. Niebuhr continues: “Does it un- 
derstand the symbolic character of a 
great deal of religious truth?” Answer, 
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yes, but is all religious truth symbolic 
and nothing more? “Could it maintain 
that the Lordship of Christ is really 
effectively witnessed by belief in His 
Virgin Birth or His Ascension?” As to 
the Ascension, the New Testament 
Christians evidently believed that it 
was, and on the strength of it asserted 
that “Jesus is Lord,”—‘Kyrios,” the ex- 
pression used of Yahweh in the Old 
Testament. They were not, of course, 
concerned with the Ascension as an as- 
tronomical fact, nor did they think of 
God’s right hand as material or local. 
And with the decay of faith in the 
Virgin Birth goes (ordinarily) a slack- 
ening of hold on the Deity of Christ 
and His Divine Lordship, and forget- 
fulness of the role of the Virgin Mother 
and of her faith—which was the human 
condition of the Incarnation! 

Next follows the extraordinary ques- 
tion: “Does not any _ interpretation 
which makes acceptance of miraculous 
historical events the test of faith, reduce 
the spiritual quality of that faith; and 
does the application of such tests not 
brand as heretics all but a few literal- 
ists and fundamentalists?” Evidently, 
our Lord did not think so, as is shown 
by His rebuke of doubting Thomas for 
disbelief in His Resurrection and His 
pronouncement of blessedness on those 
who had not seen, yet believed. The 
synoptic Gospels bear the same witness, 
as is shown by the Emmaus story and 
other accounts. Men ought to have be- 
lieved on Him “for the very works’ 
sake”; that is, on account of the mira- 
cles, if nothing else. And, of course, 
the chief miracles connected with our 
Lord, especially His virginal conception 
and resurrection, are accepted as part 
of the faith not by “a few literalists 
and fundamentalists,” but by nine- 
tenths of the Christian world—the whole 
Catholic world, Orthodox, Eastern, 
Anglican, and Roman, are committed 
to them and Lutherans and many 
others likewise. Does Dr. Niebuhr hold 
that Christians must no longer insist 
upon acceptance of the miraculous 
event by which God was made man— 
the Word made flesh—the basic truth 
of our faith? 

Dr. Reinhold Niebuhr, of course, 
stems from the Reformed tradition. In 
sitting loose to “the acceptance of mir- 
aculous historical events” and in assert- 
ing that “all symbols of the eternal, 
particularly those which assert the di- 
vine validity and revelatory power of 
events in history must be taken seri- 
ously but not literally,” he strikes at the 
very foundation of the Christian con- 
ception of a revelation actually given 
in history—in the form of events and 


not of “myths.” In so doing, he is per- 
haps developing the fatal logic of the 
Reformed position, as it issued from 
Zwingli and Calvin. The Reformed 
teaching began by separating the in- 
ward and the outward parts of the 
Blessed Sacrament—will it end by sep- 
arating the eternal truths of God and 
the concrete historical events (includ- 
ing the miraculous events) which reveal 
and embody those truths? Dr. Niebuhr’s 
answer is far from reassuring.

This Name is sweet and joyful, giving 
truthful comfort into man’s heart. It is 
sweetness to speak it. It is mirth and 
joy to think it. We should hold it 
‘busily im mind.’ One thing I advise 
thee, that thou forget not this Name 
Jesu, but think it in thy heart as thy 
special and dear treasure. Love it more 
than thy life, root it in thy mind. Love 
Jesu, for He made thee and bought 
thee full dear. Give thy heart to Him, 
for it is His debt. Therefore set thy love 
on His Name Jesu, that is health.” “I 
kiss my child because I love it, and I 
kiss my child in order to love it,” said 
one great mystic. Many of the least in 
the Kingdom have learned the sweet- 
ness of His presence in calling upon 
His Name. In some Indian Christian 
villages the unlettered women grind 
their corn, draw their water, sweep their 
mud huts to the prayer,

Have mercy upon me!” 

Their radiant faces testify to the reality 
of their Friend. 

In prayer we use so many words when 
one would suffice. We can present no 
more acceptable offering to the Father 
than the name of the Beloved. “Sound 
to God tiie Father’s ear, no other Name 
but His.” We can use this prayer for 
adoration, for confession; and for inter- 
cession, by substituting the name of our 
friend. Have mercy upon...’ We can 
see the Kingdom of God within our 
hearts as a temple; each repetition of 
the Name lights up a candle within 
that temple. This is indeed ‘dwelling 
in Him.’ We can pray with E. B. Pusey, 
“Lift up my soul to the pure, bright, 
clear, serene, radiant atmosphere of 
Thy presence, that there I may breathe 
freely, there repose in Thy love, there 
be at rest from myself and from all 
things that weary me.” This is not to 
escape from our duties but in order 
that we may “thence return, arrayed in 
Thy peace, to do and bear what shall 
please Thee.”

Perhaps you are an average Church- 
man—even a nominal member of the 
American Church Union; but, when it 
comes to actions, one who is found 
among the “lukewarm.” Then I think 
one of the best things that you could do 
—religiously that is—is to join the army. 
Doubts that may have existed about 
the wisdom of a so-called “party” within 
the Church will no longer exist. For 
in the army you will not only be 
“party-less,” you will be CHURCH- 
LESS. I have been in the army for sev- 
enteen months and have my first time 
yet to even see an Episcopal Chaplain. 
That they are few is known. And that 
they are far between is so very quickly 
discovered. The army recognizes two 
groups of Christians: Catholic (mean- 
ing ROMAN Catholic) and Protestant 
(meaning Protestant, Orthodox, Epis- 
copal, and—well everything that is not 
Jewish.) Thus we find ourselves labeled 
as “Protestants” and our priests as the 
“Protestant” Chaplain whenever one 
can be found. (And can you imagine 
the great “thrill” of the poor Orthodox 
priest at being the “Protestant” Chap- 
lain of a post?). But this is not even 
the beginning. Our quota for Chaplains 
is never filled. The Church fails to pro- 
vide us with priest and Sacraments after 
having taught us that they are the di- 
vinely ordained means of the Grace of 
Jesus Christ being given to us, and that 
two of the seven, Baptism and Holy 
Communion, are also necessary to our 
eternal salvation. Our few Chaplains 
just cannot get around to every post. 
And our civilian priests in many in- 
stances make no effort to bring the Sac- 
raments to nearby posts. And our di- 
lemma! We are left to worship at Mass 
said by a Roman priest, or we find the 
local general “Protestant” Service. And 
there we are amazed to see a few of our 
fellow Episcopalians in the act of “mak- 
ing their Communion.” They have so 
quickly forgotten what priests and 
Prayer Book have taught us—namely 
that a priest and only a priest may cel- 
ebrate the Mass. And yet despite these 
conditions, the Church continues to re- 
fuse to give us an Armed Forces’ Bishop 
who could effectively represent our 
needs to the Department of Defense. 
Instead she leaves us to drift without 
a “Shepherd” during the period when 
we face some of the greatest tempta- 
tions of our life. And if we as individ- 


ual Churchmen dare request our Catho- 
lic privileges, we are met with “but you 
are Protestant, why your very name is 
Protestant Episcopal.” And why in the 
world do we insist upon retaining this 
word which every Service in the Prayer 
Book denies and repudiates? Why not 
simply call ourselves Episcopal or Angli- 
can and let it go at that? The ACU 
has never ad\ocated calling the Church 
“Catholic Episcopal.” For if a Church 
is truly Episcopal it is Catholic. Per- 
sonally, it has always seemed to me 
that “Protestant Episcopal” implies two 
Episcopal Churches, otherwise why any 
prefix at all? And thus surrounded, we 
find only one voice emphatically pro- 
claiming our precious Catholic heritage. 
We find the American Church Union 
saying to us that we should keep the 
Faith, that we should continue to be- 
lieve what our priests have taught us 
and what we (either do or should) daily 
read in the Book of Common Prayer; 
that we are members of the One, Holy, 
Catholic, and Apostolic Church founded 
by our blessed Saviour Christ. 


If you are a member, I ask you, try 
and get at least one other person to 
join. Tell people about the Church 
Union and about our aims and _ pur- 
pose. When they know what the ACU 
is they will be glad to join. Give the 
“ACU NEWS” to your friends. Send it 
to your neighboring Protestant minister 
and Roman priest. To the former just 
so he’ll think twice before saying “we 
protestants” the next time he sees you. 
And to the latter to let him know that 
perhaps he ought to re-read his “Henry 
VIII Fables.” And I’m sure that both 
of them will enjoy and appreciate the 
paper as well. 

If you are a non-member, I ask you to 
join with us and join us in saying that 
we believe just what we daily say that 
we believe—in the One, Holy, Catholic, 
and Apostolic Church. And since we do 
believe this, we must believe what this 
Church teaches: that JESUS CHRIST 
is the Way, the Truth, and the Life. 
That there is no real Life apart from 
the Truth which is found in the Way 


that leads to eternal Life, this being . 


in and through our crucified and risen 
Saviour, our Lord JESUS CHRIST.

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The Nature of the Church and the 
Catholic Movement 


From an address given by the Rev. John 

G. Mills of the American Church Union 

to the Diocese of Los Angeles on 
January 17th, 1956. 

It is of vital importance for every 
communicant of the Episcopal Church 
in our day to think carefully concern- 
ing the nature of the Holy Catholic 
Church into which we are baptized. As 
we consider our holy faith and the 
Catholic heritage of the Anglican com- 
munion we must realize that no one of 
us can hope to convey the whole mean- 
ing of Catholic truth. This limitation, 
however, does not excuse us from bear- 
ing our personal witness to Jesus Christ 
our Lord of whose Body we are true 
and living members. It is ours to em- 
phasize that CATHOLICISM MEANS 
TRUTH and we of the Anglican Com- 
munion have a special mission to pro- 
claim that truth and to speak a word 
for Jesus Christ whenever we have op- 
portunity, relying on His grace and our 
life in grace to tell us what we must 
say—‘for we have this treasure in 
earthen vessels.’ 

As we consider the nature of the 
Church tonight, we must first of all 
concern ourselves with the office of the 
Bishop and the Apostolic succession. 
This is the very cornerstone upon which 
our Lord founded His Church, against 
which we have His own assurance that 
the gates of hell will not prevail. When 
we think of our Bishops, we as Catho- 
lics are convinced that they come to 
us not only as our chief Pastors, but 
as Shepherds from Christ himself. When 
their hands are laid upon our heads 
in Confirmation and we are ordained 
to the laity of the church or to its 
sacred priesthood, as the case may be, 
we realize that this divine gift is from 
God himself and the Bishop stands 
among us as the true Shepherd stood 
once among the twelve when He called 
His Apostles, ‘His sent-ones’ whom He 
dispatched into all the world IN HIS 
OWN PERSON. A very important 
truth is to be kept in mind by the clergy 
of the church when they prepare per- 
sons for Baptism and Confirmation, 
namely, that it is now not a question of 
helping anyone to become a good Epis- 
copalian, but rather that the goal of 
every one of us is SAINT-HOOD and 
our membership is in the Body of 
Christ, nothing less. 

To speak then of basic truths as we 
promote the Catholic faith in the world 
today, let us not speak of such minor 
matters as incense or ceremonial; let 
us speak of Christ Himself and our 


personal union with Him as we are 
very members of His Body, the Holy 
Catholic Church. It is our personal in- 
volvement in the life of Christ which 
makes the Catholic religion real and 
vital. Again it is our personal involve- 
ment which makes us responsible for 
the promotion and proclamation of the 
Catholic truth as we have received it 
from Christ. When we hear of a pro- 
posed union of our Church with some 
other faith, it falls upon each one of 
us to be ready to defend the Catholic 
faith which was once delivered by our 
Lord to His Saints. Now, the avenues 
or methods of Christian unity in the 
world today seem to be developing 
along lines of addition and subtraction. 
(a) The addition of those elements of 
various faiths which are compatible and 
(b) the subtraction of those elements 
of Catholic faith which are repugnant. 
To take a case in point, there is the 
present scheme of the Church of South 
India in which there was subtracted 
the completely Catholic ministry and 
a completely Catholic doctrine of Epis- 
copacy and priesthood. However, ad- 
mirable may be the tenents which are 
put together, we cannot sacrifice truth 
by TAKING AWAY the Catholic min- 
istry which is to take away our Lord’s 
own gift to His Church. We must be 
very alert to any kind of thinking which 
might lead us to believe that it would 
be ultimately a good thing to have all 
the so-called Bishops of the Methodist 
Church in apostolical succession when 
these Bishops by their own formularies 
dissociate the Episcopal office from 
priesthood and sacrifice, considering 
that the work of a Bishop is to be an 
overseer or administrator. WE HAVE 
THIS TREASURE IN EARTHEN 
VESSELS, but we are not free to treat 
lightly or pass on indiscriminately what 
has been entrusted to us. 

Our profession of faith as Catholic 
Christians of the Anglican obedience 
is rooted and grounded in the sacra- 
mental life. There is a four-fold devel- 
opment of which we hear much during 
the Epiphany season and we, like our 
Lord, must daily increase in wisdom 
and stature in favor with God and man. 
To omit any one of these channels of 
growth from our rule of life is to de- 
prive the whole personality of some- 
thing precious. To exalt any one of 
them to the exclusion of the rest is to 
fall into that heresy which the Church 
has always condemned. The Catholic 
movement in the Church of England 
shows us the tremendous power of a 


consecrated few who in the midst of 
the spiritual aridity of the Nineteenth 
Century opened their hearts to the 
Church’s ancient heritage of Catholic 
truth. If we are to be in any sense con- 
secrated to our Anglican heritage let 
us pray for a fresh creative act of the 
Spirit by which we may bear our wit- 
ness with clarity and zeal. 


The Society of St. Dismas 


A new fellowship within the family 
of the Ep:xopal Church has been or- 
ganized with the title of “Society of 
St. Dismas.” Its aim and purpose is to 
“aid the imprisoned by means of re- 
questing the clergy to offer their inten- 
tions at the Holy Communion for those 
in prison and by asking the laity to 
join in these intentions.” A further proj- 
ect is to supply reading materials for 
those in penal institutions. Director of 
the new Society is Mr. Philip Deemer 
of 229 East 35th Street, New York City 
and the Associate Director is Dr. Frank 
M. Hudson. 

St. Dismas was the penitent thief cru- 
cified with Our Lord. He is commemo- 
rated in the Calendar on March 26th. 
Fifty one parishes in various parts of 
the country cooperated with the aims of 
the new Society by offering Mass on 
March 26th.

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Editorial 


In a number of Catholic Parishes and Dioceses of 
our Church we are confronted with a strange habit 
of viewing the Catholic Cause as a wholly local issue, 
and not concerned with the broader scope of the whole 
Body. This trait is characterized by the Catholic Parish, 
or Diocese, that does little or nothing to suppo:t the 
work of the American Church Union; even though 
that organization defends the Faith that is practiced in 
these parishes (which in turn do not support the ACU) . 
A variety of reasons are given for not doing so, but in 
reality they are invalidated by a serious discussion of 
the nature of the Church. All of these priests and bish- 
ops would be quick to define the Church as ONE 
BODY, and would agree with St. Paul that “the body 
is not one member, but many. . . . And whether one 
member suffereth, all members suffer with it; or one 
member be honoured, all members rejoice with it.” 
If this be true, then non-supporting parishes must con- 
sider the issues before the Episcopal Church and realize 
that they are behaving as eyes, and arms, and ears; but 
not the whole Body. 


Far too often the Catholic Parish, or Diocese, gives 
but weak support to the Catholic Cause . . . forgetting 
that present rewards were in some manner built upon 
the witness and persecutions of those who “have 
gone before us with the mark of faith and rest in the 
sleep of peace.” There is no way that the Catholic can 
separate himself from the whole Body; for to do so is 
to embrace the error of Protestant individuality in 
matters of Faith and Order. Every priest and bishop 
and layperson of Catholic persuasion, who does not 
support the total efforts of the Catholic Movement, 
must search his conscience with the question: “Is my 
Parish (or Diocese) Holy Catholic, or wholly local?” 


An even stranger habit appears oftentimes in these 
parishes, whereby converts to the Church are not told 
of the necessity to defend the Faith, both within the 
Church and outside of it. The convert is unaware of a 
need for, or the existence of, an organization whose 
purpose is to promote the continuing truths of Historic 
Catholic Christianity. Said convert is led to believe that 
the whole Episcopal Church believes and acts as his 
own Parish does. By ignoring the issues before us, 
simply because the Faith is fully taught and practiced 
in a local parish; places one in the position of crying, 
“Peace, peace when there is no peace.” 

Under these circumstances everything will go well, 
until and unless this convert moves into a parish, or 
diocese, where the full Faith of the Church is neither 
taught nor practiced. The convert is astonished by what 
he sees and hears; for he has not been told of the plain 
fact that there are those within the Church who would, 
for various reasons however sincere, give away, or de- 
stroy, the priceless Apostolic Heritage of Christ’s Holy 
Church. The astonished convert has been defrauded, 
in a sense, for he had naturally deduced that the whole

Church was identical to his own Parish . . . because he 
had not been told otherwise! 

The failure to fully inform our own adherents to 
the Catholic Faith of the need for, and the existence 
of, the American Church Union is usually brought 
about by a rather human desire to retreat within the 
limits of a secluded Catholic island sanctuary. It is 
nonetheless a hazardous position, since the battle for 
the Faith still wages around this imaginary security. 
(The picador’s horse wears blinders in the Bullring to 
prevent him seeing the sharp horns of the bull, but 
the danger of being gored is not lessened thereby. 
Blinders are placed on parishes and dioceses, in many 
cases, but the danger is just as real as before.) On the 
other hand, Catholic efforts at times are not supported 
because someone does not agree down to the tiniest 
detail in the carrying out of the project. This is surely 
a pettiness borne of pride. 

In their self-imposed isolation, a Catholic Parish 
(which regards the struggle as a purely local matter) 
attempts to keep Protestant error out through this 
tenuous method of existence. In doing so, the parish 
not only grows inward, but retards the true growth 
and witness it should be making to the whole Church. 
Every Catholic Parish must defend the Faith, and then 
extend it by spilling out into the entire Church with 
a message of truth. When parishioners go to a new 
area, they should be sent away strengthened with the 
truth as it is (and the facts as they are) . . . determined 
to be strong witnesses for the whole Faith of the 
Church. As good witnesses they will be prepared for 
what may happen; no matter how long, or how difficult, 
the way of truth. 


The late Fr. Hughson, O.H.C., wrote to a friend, 
“A few good Catholics in a parish are sometimes a 
greater leaven than they think. They can say and teach 
many things which even the Rector has to be chary 
about. So, say a good word for the Faith whenever 
you can, the ministry of laypeople in such parishes can 
accomplish much.” Father Hughson directed his friend 
to do the thing which St. Paul could boast to Timothy, 
“I have fought a good fight, I have finished my course, 
I have kept the faith.” The Catholic of today is under 
the same obligation. A military leader would not dream 
of sending his men into the field without ammunition 
or training, and Catholic Parishes must not send lay- 
men “into the field” without training or instruction. 

There are parishes today which are “wholly local” 
when, in reality, they must become Holy Catholic if 
they grasp the true nature of the Church. When these 
“wholly local” Catholic Parishes (and Dioceses) realize 
that they are an integral part of the Holy Catholic 
Church . . . then an organization such as the American 
Church Union can better succeed in its avowed inten- 
tion to defend and extend the “whole faith for the 
whole world.” J.R.W. 
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Hail thee, festival day! blest day 
that art hallowed forever; 
Day whereon Christ arose, breaking 

the kingdom of death. 


WHAT IS EASTER? Let us think a 
little about the deep, true meaning of 
this ancient yet ever new feast of our 
Lord’s rising from the dead. Because 
we live in an increasingly pagan world, 
we shall have to peel off many layers 
of commercialism and_ sentimentality 
before we can arrive at the true core 
of Easter; and because Easter is an old 
story to us, we shall have to go back 
to the time when it was a breath-taking 
new story. We must indeed learn to 
come to each Easter as if it were the 
first Easter, not allowing habit to blur 
our vision or dull the sharp edge of 
our joy. 

TO THE FIRST CHRISTIANS 
Christ’s resurrection from the dead was 
THE stupendous central fact of life. It 
was the constant theme of the apostles’ 
preaching. Our Lord ‘by his death . . 
destroyed death, and by his rising to life 
again restored to us everlasting life.’ He 
destroyed death. He gave us everlasting 
life. These were the facts that drew the 
early Christians into the Church. Then 
as now the thing people feared most 
was death. It is no wonder that they 
risked their lives to worship and follow 
the risen Lord, for whosoever liveth 
and believeth in Him shall never die. 


WITH AN OVERWHELMING CER- 
TAINTY these first Christians knew 
something that we tend to forget: that 
Christ’s triumph over death on the first 
Easter was not an isolated event that 
happened once and then was over and 
done with, but the beginning for them, 
as it is for us, of a glorious new life, 
‘the life of the world to come.’ And 
from that day to this Christians have 
met together on ‘the first day of the 
week,’ which before the finding of the 
empty tomb was a day like any other 
day, to partake of that new life in Holy 
Communion with their living Lord, 


‘having in remembrance his _ blessed 
passion and precious death, his mighty 
resurrection and _ glorious ascension.’ 
Thus every Sunday is a little Easter, 
and Easter itself ‘is not only the com- 
memoration of an event of 1900 years 
ago, though it is that. It is the feast 
also of His continual Resurrection in 
His body the Church and in His mem- 
bers—of the new life given in baptism, 
of the new life restored in ‘orgiveness, 
of the new life poured into the Church 
in the eucharistic union of herself with 
her risen Lord.’

“From All False

We begin a new column in this issue 
of ACU NEWS with a heading taken 
from the Litany. People often ask what 
we mean by the work of “defending 
the faith.” It is a duty laid upon us 
by Scripture: “Earnestly contend for 
the faith once delivered to the saints.” 
There are many movements and ac- 
tions in the Church which do violence 
to the Faith. Churchmen ought to be 
informed about them in order to pray 
for those who break their solemn vows 
and to the end of being warned about 
those periodicals which may lead them 
into that situation to which St. Paul 
pointed when he wrote: . . . “exhort 
with all longsuffering and doctrine. For 
the time will come when they will not 
endure sound doctrine; but after their 
own lusts shall they heap to themselves 
teachers heving itching ears; and they 
shall turn away their ears from the 
truth and be turned unto fables” (II 
Timothy iv: 24). 

Of special significance is the article 
on p. 4, col. 3, by Dr. Dunphy entitled 
“Faith and Fact.” The Christmas num- 
ber of the “Episcopal Churchnews” 
printed an article by Dr. Reinhold 
Niebuhr which denied the Baptismal 
promise to which we are committed and 
set aside the importance of the Virgin 
Birth. (Quite apart from all else the 
periodical chose an odd time to broad- 
cast this heresy!) 


Dr. Dunphy’s rebuttal of Dr. Nie- 
buhr’s article was sent, we are told, to 


the “Episcopal Churchnews” but was 
never printed. It is for that reason that 
we have placed it in ACU NEWS. In 
the February 19th issue of “Episcopal 
Churchnews” there was a feeble editor- 
ial comment on the letters the magazine 
had received about Dr. Niebuhr’s ar- 
ticle. The Editor says: ‘““We believe that 
it is possible for Christians to differ 
radically on many theological matters 
and to remain at the same time united 
on the cen‘ral convictions of the historic 
Christian Faith’! We leave it to our 
readers to decide, after reading Dr. Dun- 
phy’s article, whether the Virgin Birth 
is a “theological matter” or a “central 
conviction of the Christian Faith.” It 
would seem, in any case, that the “cen- 
tral convictions” of the Christian Faith 
are theological matters! 

It is alarming to see little concern 
in the other areas of the Church Press 
for matters of this nature. Featuring 
articles alien to the Faith of this Church 
in terms of such central doctrines as 
the Virgin Birth, or printing such ma- 
terials as are found in the Planned 
Parenthood article (Episcopal Church- 
news, 27 November 1956) must inev- 
itably lead to confusion of thought in 
the minds of the faithful of the Church. 
It would perhaps be well to go back 
to St. Paul again: “Beware lest any man 
spoil you through philosophy and vain 
deceit, after the tradition of men, after 
the rudiments of this world, and not 
after Christ” (Col. ii.8).

The “52” plan is the life-line of the 
ACU program financially. Each year the 
ACU seeks pledges from parish, paro- 
chial organizations and individuals of 
a minimum of $1.00 weekly to under- 
write the expanding and growing ACU 
program. Some parishes are generously 
able to pledge more than the $1.00 
weekly; some missions are not able to 
realize quite that amount but, never- 
theless, wish to support ACU. Clerical 
members of ACU are urged each year 
to cooperate by securing at least one 
pledge from the Vestry or an organiza- 
tion; lay members of the ACU are urged 
to check the list to determine whether 
their parish is listed and, where pos- 
sible, to do all within their power to 
insure that either their parish or paro- 
chial organizations to which they be- 
long are listed as supporting and _ sus- 
taining members of ACU. The type of 
pledge card mailed to the clergy is re- 
produced below. 

The following, from the “All Saint’s 
Kalendar” (All Saint’s Church, Los 
Angeles, the Rev. Roland W. Thor- 
waldsen, Rector) brings into focus the 
importance of ACU support. 


What Does It Matter? 


When an Episcopalian is asked to 
take some part in Church work outside 
his own parish, usually he isn’t too 
eager. 

“Well,” he is apt to say, “what dif- 
ference does it make to me? I go to my 
Church. I pledge. I do what I can to 
help with church work. Why should I 
get involved with what doesn’t concern 
me?” 

The answer to this question is the 
same as the answer to the question: 
“Why should I get involved in all this 
business about choosing somebody to be 
President of the United States?” 

We live in society. We don’t live as 
isolated individuals. What we think and 
do affects other people. What others 
think and do affects us. 

If we believe in the ideals and prin- 
ciples of Americanism we need to do 
something to teach them to others. 

The real danger to America doesn’t 
come from Russia. The real danger lies 
in the fact that we are forgetting the 
basic philosophy of the Declaration of 
Independence and the Constitution. 

The same thing is true for the Church. 

There are thousands of confirmed 
Episcopalians who haven’t the slightest 
notion as to the basic religious teach- 
ings of the Book of Common Prayer. 


How many Episcopalians can explain 
the name of the Church? Why is our 
church called the “Episcopal” Church? 
By being Episcopal how are we differ- 
ent from Roman Catholics and Prot- 
estants? 

The American Church Union is an 
organization dedicated to arousing Epis- 
copalians, and stimulating them to 
learn so:nething about the Church to 
which they contribute millions of dol- 
lars each year.
